Cancel claims 24-42, which are drawn to an invention non-elected without 
traverse.

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2. Claims 1-23 and 43-63 are allowed 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While 
Whitebook discloses many similar steps in terms of controlling laser energy, and 
Whitebook and Forman individually suggest the details claims 1 and 43, Whitebook is 
not directed towards forming a bonding between a first polymeric body and a second 
body, let alone polymeric materials involved in a balloon catheter system. Whitebook is 
devoted to tissue treatment in medical applications. There is no motivation to use the 
teachings of Whitebook with the methods of Forman which are directed towards 
polymeric applications. It is noted that the motivation of Whitebook - prevention of 
scorching and overheating, is applicable to tissue treatments, while such a concern is 
different in the bonding of polymeric materials. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
